Lord Curzon, secretary for foreign 
affairs, in an elaborate note dealing 
with all the manifold aspects of th* 
problem, sets forth th a t the British 
government regards the occupation of 
the Ruhr as illegal and unauthorized 


1 by the Versailles treaty, thus sup­ 
porting the German contention in this 
respect. 
At the same time, he offers 
to submit the point to arbitration at 
The Ila pile, or by some other body. 
While still adhering to a tone of 
the utm ost of courtesy, and saying 
nothing definite with r e ^ r d to any 
separate action on the part of Great 
Britain, f/ord Curzon emphasizes that

plainly seems to point to an indefinite 
occupation of the Ruhr. 
The note of Ivord Curzon handed to 
the French and Belgian am bassadors 
on Saturday expresses the disappoint­ 
ment with w'hich the British govern­ 
ment had received the previous com­ 
munications of France and Belgium. 
Great B rita’n, he said, was especial­ 
ly disappointed since it had suggested 
th at an inquiry into Germany's capac­ 
ity to nay should he conducted within 
the fram ework of the treaty of V er­ 
sailles. and that the German govern­ 
ment should he asked to withdraw its 
orders engining passive resistance on 
condition that this should loc regarded 
as evidence of good faith, involving re ­ 
consideration by the occupying pow­ 
er* of the'r conditions of occupation 
and a gradual return to normal of the 
industrial life in the Ruhr. 
The British note rem arks that “It is 
difficult to think in w hat nvay greater 
consideration should have been shown 
to the Franco-Belgian point of view.” 
Outlines British Viewpoint 
It then at great length outlines the 
British viewpoint, which Imrd Curzon 
' suntmarizcs in part as follows: 
“His m aiesty’s poverpment never 
contemplated and does not

plate that Germany should be relieved 
of all reparation paym ents. They are 
determined that Germany shall pay 
to the maximum

“To ask more than Germany’s ca­ 
pacity can only destroy assets which 
Germany would be ahle to offer the a l­ 
lies. 
To force liquidation is not the 
most profitable way of making recov­ 
ery from a debtor with resources. 
“It is admitted that Germany can 
only make substantial payments if. by 
restoration of her finances and stabili­ 
zation of her currency, she secures a 
budget surplus available for re p ara­ 
tions. Moreover, this surplus must be 
in a form which can be made avail­ 
able for external paym ents over the 
foreign exchanges. 
External debt? 
cannot be paid by the collection of 
depreciated paper m arks.”
